The total net decrease, in the area under corn and green crops 
and flax in Ireland in 1908 as compared 
Tillage Area. with 1907, amounted to 40,102 acres, or 1'7 
. per cent, of the total area under these crops. 

This decrease took place, cliiofly in Leinster and Ulster — the pro- 
vinces which have the largest tillage areas. The decrease in 
Leinster amounted to 18,147 acres, or 3'0 per cent, of the area 
under corn and green crops and flax in that province; in Ulster 
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the decrease amounted 17,610 acres, or T9 per cent. In Munster 
and Connaught the net changes in crops were small. In Munster 
there was a decrease of 5,784 acres in corn crops and an increase 
of 1,027 aoies in green ciops and flax, giving a net decrease of 
l.ioi acres in com and green crops and flax. In Connaught 
there was a decrease ot 2,04* acres in corn crops and an increase 
of 2,459 acres in green crops and flax, giving a net increase of 
412 acres. 



Corn Crops. 

The area of corn crops in 1908 amounted to 1.261.715 acres, 
there being in Leinster, 358,841 acres; in Munster, '256.259 acres; 
in Ulster, 525,976 acres: and in Connaught, 120,639 acres. 

Wheat . — The area of wheat amounted to 36,077 acres, a de- 
crease of 1,460 acres on the area of 1907. There was an increase 
in the area of this crop in Leinster amounting to 14 acres, and 
a decrease in the other three provinces amounting in Munster to 
958 acres, in Ulster to 489 acres, and in Connaught to 33 acres. 

Oats.- —The area of oats amounted to 1,060.301 acres, a decrease 
of 15,089 acres on the area in 1907. There was a decrease in 
the area of this crop amounting in Leinster to 3.840 acres, in 
Munster to 1,964 acres, in Ulster to 7,307 acres, and in Con- 
naught to 1,978 acres. 

Barley and Bere . — The area of barley amounted to 154,442 
acres, a decrease of 15,804 acres as compared with the area in 
1907. There was a decrease in the area of this crop, amounting 
in Leinster to 1 3,322 acres, in Munster to 2,826 acres, while in 
Ulster there was an increase amounting to 187 acres, and in 
Connaught to 157 acres. The area under bere was returned in 
1908 as 154 acres as compared with 185 acres in 1907. 

Rye . — The area under rye amounted in 1908 to 8,050, a decrease 
of 818 acres on 1907. 

Beans and Pease . — Beans decreased by 41 acres. The area of 
pease decreased by 27 acres.

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Green Crops. 

The total area of green crops in 1908 amounted to 1,008,897 
acres there being in Leinster, 245,549 acres ; in Munster, 253,430 
acres’; in Ulster, 353,660 acres; and in Connaught, 156,252 
acres. 

Potatoes . — The area of potatoes amounted to 587,144 acres, a 
decrease of 3,854 acres compared with the year 1907. There 
was a decrease of 2.406 acres in Leinster, of 2,310 acres in Mun- 
ster, and of 487 acres in Connaught, while there was an increase 
of 1,349 acres in Ulster. 

Turnips. The area of turnips amounted to 279,044 acres, an 

increase of 3,952 acres compared with the year 1907. There 
was an increase of 671 acres in Leinster, of 543 acres in Munster, 
of 1.480 acres in Ulster, and of 1,258 acres in Connaught. 

Mangels . — The area of mangels amounted to 72,092 acres, an 
increase of 4,992 acres compared with the year 1907. There 
was an increase of 2,059 acres in Leinster, of 2,200 acres in 
Munster, of 1,032 acres in Connaught, and a decrease of 299 
acres in Ulster. 

Cabbage . — The area of cabbage in 1908 was 39,158 acres, an 
increase of 899 acres as compared with the year 1907. There 
was a decrease of 483 acres in Leinster, and an increase of 464 
acres in Munster, of 74 acres in Ulster, and of 844 acres in 
Connaught. 

Minor Green Crops . — There was an increase in beet-root of 10 
acres, in parsnips of 69 acres, and in vetches of 74 acres, and a 
decrease in carrots of 148 acres, and in rape of 380 acres. “ Other 
green crops,’’ i.e., such as are not specified among the foregoing, 
increased by 303 acres.

Net Increase in the Area under Green Grope in 1008 , . 5,917 
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Flax.— The area under flax amounted to 46.916 acres, as com- 
pared with 59,659 acres in 1907, a decrease of 12,743 acres, or 
214 per cent., the decrease in Ulster amounting to 12,739 acres. 

Fruit . — The area under fruit in 1908 amounted to 12,145 
acres, an increase of 696 acres or 61 per cent. There was an 
increase of 604 acres in Ulster, 63 acres in Leinster. 90 acres in 
Minister, and a decrease of 61 acres in Connaught. 



Hay. 

The total area of hay in 1908 was returned at 2,298,793 acres, 
aii increase of 17,475 acres, or 0'8 per cent, as compared with 
1907. The increase has taken place in the area of second and 
third year’s hay to the amount of 31,142 aci'es, there being a 
decrease of 8,969 acres in first year’s hay, and of 4,698 acres in 
hay from Permanent Meadow. The following statement shows 
the area in 1907 and 1908 under the different classes of hay : —

PRODUCE OF THE CROPS. 

The outstanding features of the past season were a cold back- 
ward spring, a fine dry summer, a very 
Weather Conditions, broken harvest, and ail exceptionally mild 
October and November. The spring of 1908 
was wet, cold, and windy, and there was great difficulty in 
getting forward with farm work. The cold weather continued 
through April, and there were severe frosts in the third week 
of that month, which did much damage to early crops and fruit. 
The first part of May was changeable, but from the 16th to the 
end of the month there was a succession of bright dry days with 
seasonable heat. The first part of June was cold for the season 
of the year, but the latter part was bright and dry with warm 
weather towards the end of the month, which greatly helped the 
crops. Bright and very warm weather continued during the 
first week of July, but from tho 7th to the 17th the conditions 
were unsettled, though the rain benefited most of the crops. From 
the middle of July until the 20tli August there was a very fine 
spell of bright, dry weather, in most districts little or no rain 
falling. By this time the hay crop had been saved in excellent 
condition, and the main potato crop also had passed through a 
critical period of its growth largely free from blight, while as 
regards the corn crops the promise of both yield and quality

was exceedingly good. From August 20tli, however, a period of 
rain set in interfering, except in the early districts, with the 
start of harvesting, and with little intermission persisted up 
the closing days of September. During the. latter month rain 
fell almost every day, and was at times accompanied by strouo 
winds which beat down the standing crops as well as doing 
much damage to the Holds already in stock. In several parts 
of the country, notably in the Western and Northern counties 
the rainfall caused flooding of the low-lying lands with damage 
to corn and flax crops, while especially in the Southern and 
South-Easterly sea-bordering counties there were spells of heavy 
fog accompanied with cold. Towards the end of the month the 
weather improved and the temperature gradually rose. For- 
tunately steady, fine weather set in, which was maintained 
through the greater part of October, and enabled the corn harvest, 
though damaged, to be saved. The yields obtained proved on 
the whole to be above average, but it was the general testimony 
of correspondents that, had a good month of September been 
experienced, the yield would have constituted a record. The 
season on the whole proved very favourable to the potato crop, 
while the fine warm weather in October and the very mild 
weather through November and December greatly helped the 
root crops, which showed a heavy yield in most districts.

It will be seen from this table that the yields of all the main 
crops — except flax — was above average in 1908. Further pa r- 
ticulars as regards the several crops are as follows: — 



Corn Crops. 



Wheat — The average yield of produce of wheat per Statute 
acre in 1908 is estimated at 20'4 cwts., the yield, taking the 
whole country, being both above the average for 1907 and that, 
of the preceding 10 years. The area under the crop was 36,677 
acres, as compared with 38,143 acres in 1907. The total yield 
is estimated at 746,947 cwts., as compared with 709,823 cwts. in 
1907. The bad weather in the previous autumn affected the area 
sown. Generally the yield was good, and the crop out in good 
condition, but much of the grain was damaged by the wet 
harvest. 



Oats . — The average rate of the produce of oats in Statute acres 
in 1908 is estimated at 17-2 cwts.. as compared with 16'0 cwts. 
in 1907. The average in Leinster was 19'4 cwts. and in Munster 
19'8 cwts., while in Ulster and Connaught the average was 16-5. 
The crop generally was above average, but quality suffered owing 
to the difficulty of getting in the harvest. The area under oats 'n 
1908 was 1,060,301 acres, as compared with 1,075,390 acres in 
1907. The total produce of the crop in Ireland is estimated at 
18.239,758 cwts. in 1908, as compared with 17,1G5,791 cwts. in 
1907. 



Barley . — The average rate of barley per Statute acre in 1908 
is estimated at 19-S cwts., as compared with 1.7'6 cwts. in 1907. 
The promise of tho crop was excellent both as regards quantity 
and quality, but threshing was difficult and the condition of 
much of the barley marketed was low, a considerable quantity 
of tho grain, owing to exposure to the wet, being unfit for malt- 
ing. The area under barley ill 1908 was 164,442 acres, as 
compared with 170,246 acres in 1907. The total produce of the 
barley crop is estimated at 3,054,724 cwts. in 1908, as compared 
with 2,997,901 cwts. in 1907. 



Rye. — Rye, which is grown ill parts of Connaught and in 
certain districts of Ulster, shows a return of 14’6 cwts. per 
Statute acre as compared with 13-5 cwts. in 1907. The area 
under rye in 1908 was 8,050 acres, as compared with 8,868 acres 
in 1907. The total produce of the rye crop in 1908 is estimated 
at 117,590 cwts., as compared with 119,904 cwts. in 1907. 
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Green Crops. 

Potatoes . — The yield of potatoes in 1908 proved one of the 
largest on record, the average for the whole country being esti- 
mated at 5'4 tons per Statute acre, as compared with 3-8 tons 
in 1907, and an average of 4-3 tons for the 10 previous years. 
The total acreage under potatoes in 1908 was returned at 587,144 
acres, as compared with 590,998 acres in 1907, and the total 
produce in 1908 is estimated at 3,199,678 tons, as compared 
with 2,246.488 tons in 1907. The weighed returns indicate the 
very wide range of the yield of the crops, several returns showing 
as high as 20 tons to the acre, while in other cases as low as 3 
tons were obtained. 

Turnips and Mangels .— The average yield of turnips per acre 
in Ireland is estimated at 19'4 tons, as compared with 14-9 tons 
in 1907. and with 15-9 as the average for the preceding 10 
years. In all four provinces good crops were lifted. In Leinster 
the average was 21-1, as against 17'3 in 1907; in Munster 
18'2. as against 171 in 1907 ; in Ulster 19’3, as against 10'9 in 
1907; and in Connaught 17-3, as compared with 13'8 in 1907. 
The total area under turnips in 1908 was 279,044 acres, as 
compared with 276,092 in 1907, and the produce of the turnip 
crop is estimated at 5,416,958 tons, as compared with 4,095,710 
in 1907. 

The yield of mangels in 1908 is estimated at 21-9 tons, as 
compared with 17’6 tons in 1907, and with 17-6 the average for 
the preceding 10 years. This crop is chiefly grown in Leinster 
and Munster, where the averages were 22'9 and 22-7 per Statute 
acre, as compared with 18-2 tons and 18’9 tons in 1907. The 
area under mangels in 1908 reached 72,092 acres, as compared 
with 67,100 in 1907, and the total produce of the crop is 
estimated at 1,579,028 tons in 1908, as compared with 1,181,551 
tons in 1907. 



Flax. 

The average yield of scutched flax in 1908 is estimated at 27 
stones per Statute acre, as compared with 32'1 stones in 1907. 
During the early part of the season, except in heavy wet land, 
the flax looked well and hopes of a good yield were generally 
expressed, but the wet weather which set in at harvest time 
greatly damaged the crop, with the result that there was a poor 
yield both in quantity and quality of the fibre. In a few dis- 
tricts, however, where the crop was well handled the yield and 
quality were better than last season. The season proved to ba 
the worst on record to the flax growers in the past 10 years.

Hay. 

As in the previous two years, returns have been obtained 
separately of the yield of first year’s hay, second and third years 
hay, and hay- from permanent meadow, including in this latter 
class all lands which have been laid out in grass for over three 
years. The yield of hay in 1908 was considerably less than in 
1907, but the crop was very well saved, and taking quality into 
account the value of the crop for feeding would _ equal 
that of last year. The total yield of first year’s hay is estimated 
at 984,393 tons, as compared with 1,118,672 tons in 1907. There 
were considerable increases in the areas of second and third 
years’ hav, the total yield of which is estimated at 640,486 tons 
in 1908, as compared with 612,914 tons in 1907. 

On permanent meadows the total yield in 1908 was estimated 
at 3,292,908 tons, as compared with 3,442,360 tons in 1907. The 
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following table shows the produce mid estimated average yield of 
first, second and third years’ hay, and hay from permanent 
meadow in 1907 and 1908: —

The following are the chief particulars as regards the different, 
classes of live stock: — 



Horses, Mules, and Asses . — The total number of horsesi 
amounted to 604,629 in 1908, as compared with 596,144 in 1907, 
an increase of 8,485. Thero was a decrease of 191 in Ulster, and 
increases of 1,074 in Leinster, 5,084 in Munster, and 2,518 in 
Connaught. Mules and Jennets amounted to 30,351 in 1908, as 
compared with 29,791 in 1907, an increase of 560. Asses 
amounted to 241,133 in 1908, as compared with 237,540 in 1907, 
an increase of 3,593. 

Cattle . — The total number of cattle amounted to 4,792,458 in 
1908, as compared with 4,676,493 in 1907, an increase of 3,593. 
There was an increase of 57,620 in Leinster, of 51,674 in Munster, 
and of 19,029 in Connaught, and a decrease of 12,358 in Ulster. 
The number of milch cows, including lieifers-in-calf, was 
1,686,425 in 1908, as compared with 1,561,463 in 1907, an 
increase of 24,962. There were increases in three of the pro- 
vinces, there being a small decrease in Ulster. The other 
cattle were: — Two years old and upwards, 1,013,311; one year 
old and under two years, 1,041,476 ; under one year, 1,114,121, 
in 1908, as compared with 1,040,262, 999,665, and 1,075,103 
respectively in 1907. 

Sheep . — The total number of sheep amounted to 4,126,106 in 
1908, as compared with 3,816,609 in 1907, an increase of 309,497. 
There was an increase of 138,703 in Leinster, of 88,044 in Mun- 
ster, of 35,139 in Ulster, and of 47,611 in Connaught. 

Pigs . — The total number of pigs amounted to 1,217,840 in 1908, 
as compared with 1,317,068 in 1907, a decrease of 99,228. There 
was an increase of 8,648 in Munster, and decreases of 15,335 in 
Leinster, 80,924 in Ulster, and 11,617 in Connaught. 
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Goats. — Tlic. total number of goats amounted to 246,28(1 in 
1908, as compared with 247,347 in 1907, a decrease of 1,061. 
There was an increase of 1,822 in Munster. There were 
decreases of 801 in Leinster, 1,072 in Ulster, and 1,010 in 
Connaught. 



Poultry —The total number of poultry amounted to 24,031,095 
in 1908 'as compared with 24,326,995 in 1907, a decrease of 
295 900. The number in Leinster was 5,016,046, in Munster 
5,651,962, in Ulster 8,946,029, and in Connaught 4,417,058. 



Bees . — Inquiries were made as in previous years regarding 
the number of stocks and the production of honey and wax m the 
season 1907-8. According to the returns the number of stocks 
on April 1st, 1908, amounted to 25,824, of which 16,460 were in 
hives having movable combs, and 9,364 in other hives. 



Further particulars regarding crops and live stock, and 
statistics of the number and extent of holdings m 1908, will be 
presented in the Report on the Detailed Agricultural Statistics.
